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the Methodists, soon obtained license to preach, 
and exercised his gifts as a local preacher until 
1855, when he applied for admission into the 
traveling connection, and was received by the 
Tennessee Conference, and appointed to the 
Carthage Circuit. In 1856, he was sent to 
Woodbury Circuit ; in 1857, to Lebanon Circuit ; 
in 1858, at the session of the Conference in Mc- 
Minnville, he was reported sick, and was sup- 
posed to be on the confines of the grave. But 
although his friends despaired of his recovery, 
yet he was strangely raised up, and at the ses- 
sion of the Conference in 1859, he was again 
made effective, and sent to Tullahoma Circuit. 
Here he labored faithfully and acceptably, 
greatly endearing himself to his people, and 
improving the spiritual and financial condition 
of the circuit. At our last Conference he was 
returned to Tullahoma. He traveled two or 
three rounds in his work, when the hand of dis- 
ease again arrested him, and after a painful and 
protracted illness, on the morning of Feb. 10, 
1861, his sufferings were terminated by a tri- 
umphant death. John W. Judd, as a preacher, 
was studious and diligent, and was an able ad- 
vocate of the doctrines of his Church. He de- 
lighted in the work of his vocation — he loved 
to preach. He was sociable and kind-hearted, 
and loved to visit. He placed himself in close 
sympathy with his people, and shared their 
griefs and trials. He ever had a kind wmrd 
upon his lips, and never passed the house of a 
brother in the bounds of his charge without 
exchanging greetings with him and his family, 
and speaking to them words of counsel or en- 
couragement ; hence, he ever had a warm place 
in the affections of his people, and was popular 
and useful. He exhibited great patience and 
fortitude in his protracted afflictions, and in the 
strength of a Saviour’s grace and love, he rose 
above the fear of death. He died in peace, 
leaving this message to his brethren in the min- 
istry : “ Tell all my brethren of the Tennessee 
Annual Conference that I died in the faith — 
died at my post; tell them to meet me in heaven.” 

David W. Thompson was converted and 
joined the Church in early life, was admitted on 
trial into the Tennessee Annual Conference in 
October, 1848 ; was ordained deacon at Athens, 
Ala., in 1850; and elder, at Pulaski, Tenn., in 
1852. He traveled and did effective work for 
six years, when his health failed, and he was 
granted a supernumerary relation, and subse- 
quently was superannuated ; which relation he 
sustained at the time of his death, which oc- 
curred some time since, on his return home from 
the army in West Tennessee. During his min- 
istry he had charge of the following circuits; 
Wayne, Russell valley, Dickson, and Swan. 
He was about thirty-five years of age, a good 
preacher, and faithful minister. His end was 
peace. He died most triumphantly in the faith 
of the gospel. 

PuEASAifT B. Robinson, M.D., left the mili- 
tant for the triumphant Church, Oct. 2, 1861, at 
his home in Huntsville, Ala. He entered the 
traveling connection in 1827, in the Tennessee 
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Conference; was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Roberts, 1829, and elder by the same Bishop, 
1831, and located in 1837. During these ten 
years he filled the Tuscumbia, Athens, Nashville, 
and Huntsville Stations, in all of w’hich he was 
greatly beloved and extensively useful. He 
was readmitted in 1856; filled the Huntsville 
African Mission for several years, after which 
he was stationed in West Huntsville, at which 
post he fell. Dr. Robinson was ardent, zealous, 
and deeply pious, and his first conflicts proved 
him a man of valor. He was willing to serve 
at any post to which he might be appointed by 
the authorities of the Church, and was often 
found in the thickest of the fight. Well did he 
sustain the positions assigned him, and often 
was he seen carrying off the spoils of the well- 
fought field. He was truly a good preacher. 
His mind was strong, vigorous, and active. His 
preaching was distinguished by good sense, a 
rich flow of thought, fervent zeal, pure piety, 
and deep pathos. His success as a preacher was 
very extensive, and many were the seals to his 
ministry. He was always acceptable, popular, 
and useful, wherever he labored. In the altar 
he had few superiors, and his willing mind en- 
tered largely and successfully into this depart- 
ment of the work. Many of his converts nave 
gone before him to the better world, and many 
still remain to mourn their loss in his departure. 
He was a martyr to his Master’s work. Having 
an iron constitution, he feared no labor or ex- 
posure. Despite the caution of his friends, he 
labored on, fearing no evil consequences. At a 
late revival in West Huntsville Station, he was 
found continually employed, often to the late 
hours of the night, in the crowded church, in- 
haling a heated and impure atmosphere, excited 
in body and mind to the highest point. In this 
condition he was called upon, as a physician, to 
visit a patient some miles from the city. The 
cold air of the midnight-hour checked perspira- 
tion, and induced a chill, from the effects of 
whi(?h he never recovered. He was connected 
with the M. E. Church, in Huntsville, Ala., for 
many years, and shared largely in the labors 
that gave it stability and prosperity. He had 
its interests at heart, and spared neither labor 
nor sacrifice in promoting its prosperity. No 
heart felt more deeply than his for that Church, 
and no one ever labored more unselfishly for its 
good. The poor, the afflicted, and the almost 
uncared for, found in him a sympathizing friend, 
an attentive physician, and pious minister of 
grace. ' The last days of our beloved brother 
were days of great peace. He remarked to the 
writer, who visited him on his way to Confer- 
ence, when asked what he should tell his 
brethren when his name was called at Con- 
ference, “All is peace: my conversion was clear 
as light, my call to the ministry was no less 
clear. I have tried to do my duty to God. He 
has greatly blessed my ministry, and now all is 
peace. At times my feelings are so ecstatic that 
from the feebleness of my body, I am incapable 
of giving them utterance.” In this frame of 
mind he continued until his spirit took its flight 
to the skies.

He mar- 
ried Miss Margaret C. Carr, of Mercer county, 
Va. He was an acceptable, useful preacher, 
greatly beloved by the people whom he served 
as a minister of Jesus Christ. During his sick- 
ness he was patient, resigned, and peaceful, and 
when death came he met it without a struggle 
or a groan, and thus fell asleep sweetly in Jesus.

Maktik V. Wells was born, in Haywood 
county, Tenn., July 25, 1833 ; embraced relig- 
ion, and united with the M. E. Church, South, 
in 1847 ; was licensed to preach in 1854 ; was 
admitted on trial in the Florida Conference in 
1855, and appointed to the Hernando Circuit; 
traveled the Fernandina Circuit in 1856, and 
was stationed in Pilatki in 1857. At the close 
of this year he located, returned to his native 
State, and was employed on the La Grange Cir- 
cuit. In 1858, he was readmitted into the trav- 
eling connection in the Memphis Conference, and 
was sent to the Brownsville Circuit. In 1859, 
he was appointed to the Denmark Circuit, but 
was changed to the Dyersburg Station. In 1860, 
he was appointed to Corinth Station. During 
the few months he was engaged in this work, he 
won the esteem of the world and the love of 
his people, and the prospect was bright for a 
rich harvest of souls. But his country was in 
danger, and he responded to her call, and was 
among the first who volunteered to defend her 
rights, her homes, and her altars. He was

as an elder. 



elected Chaplain of the 9th Regiment of Missis- 
sippi Volunteers, and in this capacity he dis- 
charged his duties with great acceptableness. 
Brother Wells was a man of fair preaching abil- 
ity, great zeal for God, affable manners, fine 
conversational powers — a Christian minister. 
As he lived, so he died — in the faith of the gos- 
pel, and in the blessed hope of eternal bliss. 
The Rev. Dr. Camp, Chaplain of the 10th Regi- 
ment of Mississippi Volunteers, says, “ It was 
my privilege, as a friend and physician, to min- 
ister to him, and I can bear testimony to his 
patient suffering and Christian heroism in con- 
flict with the last enemy. He repeatedly assured 
me that all was well, and that the gospel he 
preached to others was, in death, as in life, the 
power of God unto salvation, and he rejoiced 
in hope of the glory of God. To a friend and 
relative who kindly nursed him, he remarked 
that he would like to live to do good, but knew 
he must die, and felt that his feet were firmly 
planted on the Rock of ages. At one of my 
visits I commenced to repeat the stanza, ‘Jesus, 
the name that charms our fears,’ etc., when he 
took it up and repeated it, remarking that he 
felt its truth and its force in that trying hour. 
He came to cheer the embattled hosts while 
striking for liberty, justice, and truth, and fell 
at his post. He has gone, we trust, to join the 
glorified hosts in heaven, where they learn war 
no more, and peace reigns for ever.” He died 
in the general hospital, near Warrington, Fla., 
Sept. 25, 1861, aged twenty-eight years and two 
months.

Joseph A. McPhersoh was born in West Fe- 
liciana parish. La., Dec. 19, 1835. While young, 
his parents, James and Narcissa McPherson, re- 
moved to Jackson, La., the site of Centenary 
College. Here Joseph passed through the pre- 
paratory school, and then through the successive 
classes in college proper, graduating in 1853, in 
the eighteenth year of his age. He was a good 
boy, a laborious and successful student, and an 
estimable youth in college. About the time he 
graduated, the Spirit of God awakened him to 
a sense of his lost condition as a sinner, and 
soon after this, at a protracted meeting in Jack- 
son, he sought and obtained pardoning mercy. 
Thus, with a good foundation laid for intellect- 
ual and spiritual culture and growth, and for 
the development of a beautiful character, with 
a spirit earnest and amiable, he left his Alma 
Mater and parental home, to enter upon the 
duties of life. He engaged in teaching with an 



occasional interruption by ill-health, for four or 
five years, gaining the esteem and confidence of 
those who knew him. During this period the 
Spirit of the Lord convinced him tnat it was 
his duty to preach the gospel. After some hes- 
itation and delay he yielded to the conviction, 
and sought and obtained license to preach, and, 
with modesty and self-distrust, entered upon the 
duties of his sacred calling. During the year 
1859, he became acquainted with Mollie Finn, 
an amiable, pious, and accomplished young lady, 
whom he married, Nov. 10, of that year, and 
who, as an helpmeet, proved herself worthy of 
his hand and heart. Soon after his marriage, 
he was received on trial into the Mississippi Con- 
ference, and appointed to the Bolivar Circuit. 
Here he conducted himself as a Christian gen- 
tleman, and labored acceptably and usefully as 
a minister of Christ. At the Conference of 1860, 
he was appointed to the Fort Adams Circuit, 
and entered upon his duties with zeal and en- 
ergy, and grew rapidly in the confidence and 
atmction of his charge, and soon witnessed de- 
cided symptoms of prosperity in the Church, 
under his labors. But, alas, the fell destroyer 
was at hand to mark him as its prey and blight 
the buddings of his usefulness ! He left his work 
for a short visit to his father-in-law, the Rev. 
William Finn, on the Buffalo Circuit, and was 
there attacked by the typhoid fever, which ter- 
minated his earthly career, June 18, 1861. 
About sunrise, on the day of his death, the 
attending and attentive physician disclosed to 
him the fact that all had been done that could, 
and that he certainly must die. Somewhat sur- 
prised that his end was so near, he remarked, 
“ Well, Dr. Ford, I had not expected this ; how 
long can I live?” “You cannot live longer 
than twenty-four hours, and may die much 
sooner,” was replied. He immediately remarked, 
“ I am ready to go ; I hoped to do the devil’s 
kingdom much more harm ; but am entirely re- 
signed, and glad the time of my departure is at 
hand.” He then gratefully acknowledged the 
kindness and attention shown him by his physi- 
cian and the neighbors, and exhorted them to 
lay hold on Christ and save their souls, with 
such holy power that all were moved, and prom- 
ised to meet him in heaven. He assured all of 
the truth, and power, and blessedness of our 
holy Christianity, which sustained and com- 
forted him in life, and now supported and cheered 
him in the conflict with the last enemy. He 
now asked that some one should sing the “ Sun- 
bright clime.” No one could sing it but Sister 
Finn, his mother-in-law, who knelt by his bed- 
side and sung it with a full heart, while he re- 
joiced in the glowing prospect it opened to his 
soul. He asked then that “Wrestling Jacob” 
should be sung, and joined in singing the last 
two stanzas with great earnestness and emotion. 
Then, “There is a fountain filled with blood,” 
was sung, and he joined and sang through the 
last two stanzas. He then said, “Now, Brother 
Finn, I want you to read the Scriptures and 
pray.” He selected the scriptures to be read. 
The first read was 2 Cor. v. : “ For we know 
that if this earthly house of our tabernacle were 



* Elected last year, 
t Elected, but not ordained. 
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dissolved, vre have a building of God," etc. ; the 
latter part of Psalms cxix. and ciii., and 1 John 
iii. Then prayer was offered. Through the 
whole of the exercises his mind was in a heav- 
enly frame, and he frequently responded with 
the hearty Amen ! He requested his wife not 
to weep for him, but rejoice with him, stating 
that “the period of our union has been brief 
but happy, and you will soon rejoin me, where 
God shall wipe all tears away, and parting is 
unknown.” His voice and strength now began 
to fail rapidly, and his mind to wander. He 
remained silent for some minutes, and we 
thought his mind and speech had gone, and 
were looking every moment for his departure, 
when a vision of the heavenly world seemed to 
break upon his soul, and suddenly a radiant 
smile lighted up his countenance, and he raised 
his hands, and held them up, and exclaimed, 
“ Clap my hands ! clap my hands ! glory ! glory ! ” 
The happy spirit waited in silence a few mo- 
ments for deliverance,' and then, as if a sainted 
mother had come to bear her son to God, or 
ministering spirits to escort him home, he uttered 
these words, “Welcome! welcome! welcome!” 
Soon the redeemed spirit sped its way, to swell 
the triumphs of the cross. 

James Waltost was born in Chester district, 
S. C., Aug. 17, 1799. In early childhood his 

E arents removed to Knox county, Tenn., where 
e received that culture at their hands which 
ave type to his manhood, and that blessing of 
eaven which made him a child of God, and 
gave the earnest of a better life to come. His 
parents were religious, and believed that the 
problem of Christian experience involved the 
entire consecration of themselves and family to 
God. Accordingly, religion, with them, was a 
blessed and beautiful life. The toil of the fields, 
the service of the sanctuary, and the family de- 
votion, were all alike hallowed by grace, and 
blended in a perpetual offering and tribute to 
God. Under this tuition of hallowed influence 
young Walton began life. Without a knowl- 
edge of his subsequent course, no mind enlight- 
ened by the faith of the gospel can fail to de- 
termine the result. At the early age of eight 
years he was penetrated with religious convic- 
tions. He retired daily to the grove to plead 
with the God of his father and mother for the 

E eace of conscience which, at so early an age, 
e could scarcely understand. His conversion 
was manifest and powerful, and became to him 
and the world a dear testimony to the distin- 
guishing doctrines of Methodism — a present sal- 
vation, and a divine witness of the same. It 
was in his sixteenth year, at a camp-meeting in 
Middle Tennessee, where the Kev. James Axley 
presided, that he sought and obtained justifica- 
tion with God. Upon this occasion he sought 
the pardon of his sins with all his heart. At 
every appointment given for public prayer, he 
wept, and mourned, and sighed for relief. The 
last night of the meeting came, and no peace, 
no pardon, had come to his soul. Then, beneath 
the silent stars, in the mid-hour of night, he 
cried, in deep anguish, to God. Hope, long con- 



tending with the fear of unbelief, gave place to 
despair ; but it was the despair which displaced 
human effort for simple faith in Christ. “ Peace, 
like the dawn of eternal beatitude,” rose upon 
his soul. The spirit of joy and gladness ob- 
tained in that hour, put a radiance upon the 
world around him. The years rolled on in 
brightness and beauty, for he “walked with 
God.” Manhood came, and young Walton went 
forth from the home of his childhood, to begin 
life’s mission. He first settled in North Alabama, 
where he was married, in January, 1824, to Miss 
Louisa Lamkin, who became the faithful and 
patient companion with him in life’s holy min- 
istries, and who still survives him, in patience 
and hope. In Feb., 1832, he removed to Missis- 
sippi, and settled in what was called the Choc- 
taw Purchase. When that portion of the State 
was laid off into counties, he was chosen to rep- 
resent the county of Octibbeha, for two succes- 
sive terms, in the State Senate. But other and 
higher claims pressed their demands ; and while 
yet a member of the Senate, in 1838, he was 
licensed to preach. In the autumn of 1842, he 
was admitted on trial in the Mississippi Confer- 
ence, when he was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Andrew, and appointed to Yazoo Circuit, which 
circuit he traveled till the autumn of 1844, 
when he was ordained elder by Bishop Janes. 
During the years 1845-46, he traveled the Car- 
rollton Circuit; in 1847-48, Holmes Circuit. 
During the years 1849-50-51, he was Presiding 
Elder of the Jackson District; in 1852-53-54, 
he was Presiding Elder of the Yazoo District; 
in 1855, he was sent to Wheeling Mission ; in 
1856, he was stationed in Canton ; in 1857, he 
was stationed in Jackson; and in 1858, he was 
appointed back to Canton ; in 1859, in obedience 
to circumstances which he could not control, he 
located. But he was not idle; he preached 
every Sabbath, to the colored people, and often 
to the whites. He was readmitted in the fall 
of the same year, and appointed Presiding Elder 
of the Sharon District, where he finished his 
labors on earth. Brother Walton was a man of 
strong character and unbending integrity. He 
had the material of which martyrs were made ; 
and while his firmness in some instances had the 
semblance of a fault, yet it was, in him, always 
a virtue, being, in many cases, a tribute paid to 
conscience and to God. He had a strong and 
well-balanced mind, and being early taught to 
cast its estimates in the light of God’s word, it 
became, by the grace of God, his safety from the 
inflexibility of his will. His obedience to duty 
was, in a high sense, prompted by the venera- 
tion he had for God ; hence, he was consistent 
and constant in its performance. Neither the 
frowns nor the favor of men moved him ; con- 
science, with him, was more sacred than friend- 
ship. His geniality was not so constant and 
lasting as his integrity to conscience, but it was 
an idiosyncrasy, rather than the election of his 
will. At other times no man was more genial 
and sociable ; his presence was like the joy of the 
morning, and his spirit broke forth like the ra- 
diance of a bright and beautiful day. As a 
preacher, he ranked with the best expository 
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preachers of the Conference. There was more 
of strength and point than there was of variety 
and brilliancy. His power and sincerity, and 
the great veneration he had for God, maae him 
venerable in the pulpit, and impressive and 
effective as a preacher. He has been known to 
preach at times with more than ordinary power, 
and with the stirring eloquence of an earnest 
soul dealing honestly with his auditors. As a 
pastor, he was faithful to all the flock. He was 
fully an itinerant, surrendering always to the 
appointing power, without let or hinderance. 
His sound judgment and earnest piety eminently 
fitted him for an administrative officer. If he 
erred — while he would not wound, or infringe 
upon the rights of his brethren — he was sure 
that the purity of the Church and integrity of 
the Discipline did not suffer ; for he was a friend 
to both, and as much as in him was, held him- 
self responsible for their preservation. Faith- 
ful to all her interests, he kept the Discipline in 
“all things for conscience’ sake.” Witn a per- 
sonal appearance striking and majestic, there 
was added that dignity of deportment so befit- 
ting an embassador of God. He was prudent, 
and an example to ministers, in the management 
of his temporal affairs, following the apostolic 
injunction to “ owe no man any thing.” A man 
of strong affections, he was ardent in his attach- 
ments, and true as a friend. Conscious of his 
own integrity, together with a high sense of 
justice and his own personal rights, he had con- 
fidence in his own convictions, and was bold to 
maintain them. Few men excelled him in the 
government of his family. His labor here was 
seed sown, and came forth to show the beauty 
and shed the fragrance of early piety upon the 
evening tide of his own life. As husband and 
father ne was loved and venerated ; as a man 
of God and a citizen, he was loved and appre- 
ciated most in the community where he lived. 
Many are the blessed in heaven from that com- 
munity to whom he ministered, in the name of 
his Master, the precious word of consolation and 
peace in the parting hour ; and many of those 
whom he pointed successfully, for the first time, 
to the Lamb of God. They greet him upon the 
other shore. On the morning of January 9, he 
ordered his horse and buggy to go to his ap- 
pointment, but before starting, was taken with 
a chill, and brought to his bed, from which he 
never recovered. He gave every assurance of 
a steadfast confidence in the gospel he had 
preached. Disdaining all form, and reposing 
upon the promises of God, his spirit went forth 
on the morning of January 18, upon the dawn 
of an eternal life. 

Edwin Moktimeu was the son of John and 
Mary Mortimer, and was born May 28, 1826, in 
Philadelphia, Pa., but was principally reared to 
manhood in Jefferson county. Miss. He was 
brought up to respect religion and attend the 
ublic worship of God; but in his youth his 
ome circumstances were unfavorable to his be- 
coming a scriptural Christian. His mother, w'ho 
was a lady of superior intellectual endowments, 
did as well, however, as might be expected, and 



one of her most successful plans for the religious 
training of her children was, to have them inti- 
mately associated with the ministers of the gos- 
pel in her vicinity, that they might be instructed 
and influenced by their example. While yet a 
youth, he took great interest in attending the 
ministrations of a missionary to a large colored 
congregation in his neighborhood, which wor- 
shiped under a brush-arbor. The missionary 
was his neighbor and personal friend, and his 
object seemed to be to assist him in the control 
and protection of the vast servile audience. 
Here he heard much plain gospel truth, and wit- 
nessed the administration of the sacraments of 
the Church in primitive style, and was himself, 
at times, the subject of deep religious feeling. 
But he took no decided step in religion until 
after the death of his mother, which occurred 
Sept. 25, 1850. This event left him the head 
of the family. On the morning of September 28 
he rose from his bed with a sad and heavy heart, 
and found himself inclined to weep, he scarcely 
knew why, until it occurred to his mind with 
overwhelming emphasis that he was a sinner in 
the sight of God. He immediately resolved to 
attend a protracted-meeting at the neighborhood 
church, which had commenced the (fay before, 
and throwing off all restraints, seek the forgive- 
ness of his past sins. At the first opportunity he 
presented himself at the altar, as a penitent, to so- 
licit an interest in the prayers of the Church ; and 
in the afternoon of the same day, while a lady was 
leading in prayer for him and others who were 
kneeling by him, he, and another youth who is 
now a member of this Conference, were “ born 
of the Spirit,” at the same moment, so that they 
were afterward called, by the members of their 
class, “ the twin brothers.” Edwin’s conversion 
was clear and satisfactory, and he soon became 
active in the duties of religion, both private and 
public. In the latter part of 1851, he married 
Miss Caledonia Rogers, daughter of the Rev. 
Green M. Rogers, late of the Mississippi Confer- 
ence, and, having given evidence of a Divine 
call to the ministry, he was duly admitted into 
the itinerancy. He traveled with acceptability 
and usefulness, four years ; but finding nis little 
estate depreciating every year, and his family 
increasing, he became discouraged with the pros- 
pect of not being able to support them in the 
itinerancy, and located in Sunflower county. 
Miss. During his location he maintained his 
integrity as a Christian minister, and was use- 
ful in his neighborhood. He succeeded, to some 
extent, in repairing his finances, but his spirit 
was not at rest. He felt that his call was to the 
regular pastoral work, and at our last Confer- 
ence, he sought and obtained readmission into 
the itinerancy, and was appointed to the Monti- 
cello Circuit. He entered courageously upon 
his work, but after making one round, he was 
smitten down with pneumonia, and after eight 
days of much bodily suffering, “died in the 
Lord,” Feb. 6, 1861. During his affliction 
he had much religious consolation, and his 
death “witnessed a good confession.” As a 
friend, he was generous, and fully to be trusted ; 
in the domestic circle his wife and children 
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were the sunshine of his life. As a preacher, 
he was sound in theology, clear and forcible in 
argument. We shall ever remember him with 
fraternal affection. 

ALLEif Castles was born in Montgomery 
county, N. C., Nov. 12, 1821. When he was 
about twelve years old, he removed, with his 

E arents, to Choctaw county. Miss., where he was 
rought up under religious influences. In 1842, 
he embraced religion, and joined the M. E. 
Church. In 1848, he was licensed to preach, 
admitted on trial in the Mississippi Annual Con- 
ference, and appointed to the Attala Circuit. 
He traveled Leaf River during the year 1849 ; 
St. Helena, 1850; Gainsville, 1851. During 
this year he was married to Miss Emeline Wat- 
son. In 1852, he traveled Starkville Circuit; 
1853-4, Amite; 1855, Sea Shore; 1856, St 
Helena; 1857, Greensburg; 1858, Holmesville; 
1859, Greensburg. He was appointed to Bank- 
ston Circuit for the year 1860, but for justifia- 
ble reasons, did not travel. For the year 1861, 
he was appointed to Livingston Circuit — this 
being the fourteenth year of his ministry. He 
died Sept. 28, 1861. His life was blameless 
from his youth. He was the admiration of all 
who knew him — never a complaint was uttered 
against him. Brother Castles had hut a limited 
eaucation, but applied himself closely, and was 
a man full of zeal and of the Holy Ghost. The 
fruit of his labors can be found wherever he 
has traveled. There are many seals to his min- 
istry, and there will doubtless be many stars in 
his crown of rejoicing. Brother Castles met 
death without alarm. For three days before his 
death he was insensible ; but, while reason 
seemed 'to be dethroned, and his mind all un- 
hinged, yet it seemed his heart was with God, 
and he had still the spirit of his mission ; for 
frequently he would be heard trying to preach 
and inviting his congregations to come along and 
go with him to heaven. He has ceased from his 
labors, but his works will follow him. A wife 
and little ones mourn his loss; the Church and 
the world feel that a good man has failed from 
among us.

William McBeath was bom in Kentucky, 
and, when quite a little boy, was bereft of his 
father. His mother, after marrying again, re- 
moved to Illinois, and he being dissatisfied, went 
out to seek his fortune among strangers. After 
several years, he came to Louisiana, and located 
in Opelousas. After fully satisfying the Church 
in that place of his piety, he was licensed to 
preach, and employed by the Rev. A. B. Fly on 
the Calcasieu work with Brother R. Parish, 
and served the people acceptably. He was re- 
ceived on probation in this Conference at the 
last session held in New Orleans, and appointed 
as junior preacher on the Opelousas Circuit, 
where he succeeded well. The following year, 
and that portion of this until his death, he was 
on the Houma and Tigerville work. He was 
possessed of a verv sprightly mind, which, dur- 
ing his^ year on the Opelousas Circuit, he im- 
roved diligently. His piety was quiet, but 
eep. He was a sincere friend and a promising 
preacher. 

Richmond Randle was a man of deep and 
fervent piety, a true friend, a kind father, a 
noble and useful preacher, a pure patriot, a 
refined, elevated, and dignified Christian gentle- 
man. After traveling for five years he trans- 
ferred from the Tennessee to the Arkansas 
Conference in 1836, which Conference at that 
time included Louisiana west of the Mississippi 
River. In 1836, he was stationed at Alex-

andria, La. In 1838, 1839, 1840, and 1841, lie 
was Presiding Elder on the Alexandria Dis- 
trict. This included the country stretching 
from Franklin to Caddo Parish. In 1842, he 
was stationed at Natchez, Miss. In 1843, he 
was on the Vernon Circuit, Miss. Here his 
health failed, and it was thought that he 
would never be able to labor any more ; con- 
sequently in 1844 he sustained to the Conference 
a superannuated relation. At the close of this 
year his health improved, and he was made 
effective, and in 1845 and 1846, he was on the 
Minden Circuit. In 1847, 1848, 1849, he was 
Presiding Elder on the Monroe District; 1850, 
Minden Circuit; 1851, Darbone Circuit; 1852, 
Homer Circuit; 1853, Jackson Circuit; 1854, 
Homer Circuit. In 1855, 1856, and 1857, he 
was Presiding Elder on the Shreveport District. 
In 1858, he was agent for Homer College. In 
1859, 1860, 1861, he was Presiding Elder on the 
Homer District. His sons having volunteered, 
he left his home, and with them went to the 
tented field. There his career was short. Dis- 
ease laid the strong man low, and death chal- 
lenged him to the last mortal conflict.

William McKendree Ward was brought up 
by pious parents, his father being a local preacher. 
He was born in 1814, in Maryland. He was 
converted when but a boy. He entered the Bal- 
timore Conference on trial in the year 1839. In 
1841, he took a transfer from the Baltimore to 
the Virginia Conference. In 1855, he located, 
on account of bad health ; but Brother Ballard 
E. Gibson dying during the year, on the Albe- 
marle Circuit, he filled his place, and labored 
there until the ensuing session of the Virginia 
Conference. He died June 7, 1861. He en-

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dured a severe illness for about two weeks before 
his death. The nature of his disease was such 
as, in the judgment of his physician, to require 
the very free use of morphine ; the consequence 
of which was, that he died in a stupefied and 
unconscious state. He was an amiable and 
good man, and a faithful and laborious preacher 
and pastor, and was therefore much oeloved. 
We doubt not he has gone to rest. 

Robert T. Nixon was born in the town of 
Waynesboro, Franklin county, Penn., Sept. 7, 
1818. His parents were pious, and impressed 
his youthful mind with religious truth, and the 
importance of dedicating himself to God. At 
an early period of life he was awakened to a 
sense of his sinful condition, but it was not until 
1832 that he sought an interest in the atoning 
blood of Christ. Like many rebellious children, 
he was brought through the furnace of bodily 
affliction to the cross of Christ. He was con- 
verted to God under the ministry of the Rev. 
Joseph Carson, at a meeting held in Chambers- 
burg, Penn. He commenced preaching in 1834, 
and joined the Baltimore Conference, in Win- 
chester, Va., in 1835. He traveled the Bloom- 
field and Mifflin Circuit in 1835 ; Littleton Cir- 
cuit, 1836; was stationed at Ebenezer, Washing- 
ton City, 1837; appointed to Danville in 1838-9; 
Lycoming, in 1840-1 ; Westmoreland, in 1842-3 ; 
Stafford, in 1844; Fairfax, in 1845-6; Newport, 
in 1847. He was appointed to Birmingham in 
1848, but adhering to the South, under the “ Plan 
of Separation,” he labored in connection with 
the M. E. Church, South, at Leesburg, and in 
Stafford county, Va., until the session of the 
Virginia Conference, which as held November, 
1848, in Elizabeth City, N. C. He was admitted 
into the Virginia Conference in 1848. He trav- 
eled Warrenton Circuit in 1849-50; Lancaster 
Circuit, in 1851-2 ; Chesterfield, in 1853-4 ; Not- 
toway, in 1855-6; Campbell, in 1857; Hanover, 
in 1858-9; Gates, in 1860. While attending 
the Conference, in Alexandria, at the close of 
the Conference-year 1860, he was stricken down 
by paralysis. Hoping, however, that he might 
be perfectly and permanently restored to health, 
he was reappointed to Gates Circuit, but after 
lingering for several months, he died in Gates- 
ville, N. C., in 1861. Brother Nixon was a 
good man, a faithful, laborious, Methodist 
preacher. When stricken down by paralysis, he 
was speechless for seven or eight days, but re- 
covered his speech, and conversed freely with 
his friends upon his spiritual condition and fu- 
ture prospects.

A. H. Harmon died at the residence of Capt. 
J. M. Ingram, in Lancaster District, S. C., on 
Tuesday night, Aug. 20, 1861, in the thirty- 
ninth year of his age, and the twelfth of his 
ministry. He was the son of Peter Harmon, of 
Cleveland county, N. C. He was admitted into 
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the traveling connection at the Conference held 
in Spartanburg, 1848. In 1849, he traveled the 
Barnwell Circuit, with R. J. Boyd; in 1850, 
Edgefield, with W. P. Mouzon; in 1851, Green- 
ville, with S. M. Green; in 1852-3, Combahee 
and Ashepoo Mission, with J. R. Coburn; in 
1854, Jocassee Mission; in 1855, Laurens Cir- 
cuit, with Thomas Raysor; in 1856, Wateree 
Mission, with A. J. Cauthen; in 1857, Black 
Paver and Pee Dee Mission, with J. W. Miller ; 
in 1858, he was in charge of Santee Mission, 
with C. E. Wiggins, Jr.; in 1859, Williamsburg 
Circuit, with 0. A. Chrietzberg, Jr.; in 1860, he 
was on Bennettsville Circuit, with R. R. Pegues ; 
in 1861, he received his appointment to the Ca- 
tawba Mission, and entered upon his work in 
good time, with C. A. Plyler as junior supply, 
and labored with great acceptability and useful- 
ness up to July 30, when he was prostrated by 
a catarrhal attack, which ultimately ran into 
hepatic congestion, and terminated in inflamma- 
tion of the liver, of which he died. His early 
educational advantages were quite limited ; and 
he entered the ministry soon after embracing 
religion, at the age of twenty-six, with a con- 
stitution naturally feeble ; yet, by steady and 
persistent application, he had risen to the grade 
of a most acceptable and useful preacher. His 
piety was deep. Seldom, if ever, has he been 
found in any other than a devotional frame of 
mind. His genial flow of spirits ; his kindness 
and affability of manner ; his warm, social feel- 
ings, and his great prudence, combined with 
such a religious element of character, justlv won 
the admiration, love, and esteem of all who 
knew him. As a pastor. Brother Harmon de- 
lighted to visit his flock ; and on such occasions 
he never failed to make his presence a blessing 
to the family circle; not simply by pleasant 
conversation upon general topics, but more es- 
pecially by wholesome religious counsels to the 
young, and a proper direction of the entire house- 
hold, in the way of religious duty. The result 
of his labors in this way will only be known 
when all his sheaves are gathered in the great 
harvest. In his intercourse with society, no 
man could have been more prudent than he was. 
Though faithful to rebuke sin, he ever did it 
with a kindness that won the affectionate regard 
of even such as he could not reform. He has 
left no mark of censure upon his conduct, and 
certainly not a shadow of reproach upon his 
character, either as a Christian gentleman or a 
faithful preacher of the gospel. Early the present 
year Brother Harmon was married to Miss Mar- 
tha Medley, of Anson county, N. C. Little time 
was allowed him to manifest the stability and 
consistency of his character as a husband ; but 
prudence and piety marked the short career he 
ran in this relation, even as much as warm affec- 
tion or devoted attachment to the object of his 
choice. As a son, he honored his father and 
mother in every proper sense, and his annual 
visits — which he never failed to pay them — were 
seasons of refreshing and gladness, while he was 
truly their pride and joy when absent in the 
Master’s vineyard. As a brother, affection and 
deep solicitude for the welfare of those to whom 



he sustained this relation characterized all his 
conduct. As a friend, he was true to every in- 
terest confided to his keeping. Indeed, in all 
the relations of life, Alson H. Harmon was 
one of the very brightest examples, worthy of 
study and imitation by all. He died as the 
righteous die. “Tell my brethren of the Con- 
ference,” said he, “ that my work is done, and 
I shall rest now.” A few hours before breath- 
ing his last, he said, “ I never thought it would 
be this way. I did not think religion could do 
so much. I thought I should be afraid to die, 
but I am not, nor am I excited. I feel calm, 
and yet I’m just as happy as I can be.” Then 
calling to his stricken wife, he remarked with 
emphasis, “ Religion is good to live with, good 
in health, and good in sickness ; but O, it is bet- 
ter to die with ! ” 

Girard George Washingtoit DuPre was 
born in Greenville, S. C., Nov. 24, 1837 ; united 
with the Methodist Church, and was converted 
in the early part of 1 859, and was admitted on 
trial in the South Carolina Conference at the 
session held in Greenville, S. C., December, 1859. 
In 1860, he traveled, as junior preacher, the 
Wadesboro Circuit. He was appointed the 
present year, (1861,) as junior on Monroe Cir- 
cuit. Notwithstanding an attack of hemorrhage 
of the lungs soon after Conference, he went to 
his assigned work, but finding the work too 
much for him, and experiencing another attack, 
he ceased working, but reluctantly. Dissatis- 
fied without something to do, at his instance, 
and according to a change by the Bishop, he 
went, apparently much improved, to a lighter 
work and milder climate. He returned in a 
few weeks to Brother Thomas W. Kendall’s, in 
Wadesboro Circuit. A recurrence of hemor- 
rhage at Brother Asa Traywick’s, prevented, 
for two weeks, his return to Brother K.’s. 
Above the attention of other friends is preemi- 
nent that of Brother and Sister Kendall, w'ho 
carefully and affectionately attended and nursed 
him, as a child of their own, till he died, and 
then, after his funeral-sermon, placed his re- 
mains on the train, to be carried and buried, 
according to his request, beside his mother in 
Greenville. The consecration, labors, and suc- 
cess which marked the short and brilliant course 
of this excellent young man, sketched a charac- 
ter to the glory of Christ and him crucified. In 
talent he was fairly endowed by the Creator, 
but much more by his Redeemer. Achieve- 
ments in the greatest of all works — the proper 
gauge of talent — would give him a position be- 
yond what is ordinary. The daily walk of 
Brother D. in the ordinances and command- 
ments of the Lord made him an unequivocal 
and mighty witness for Christ. His zeal, guided 
and controlled by the single and holy purpose 
of his life, and tempered by an earnest, unaf- 
fected, and social spirit, gave a success to his 
labors in the edification of the body of Christ, 
and in turning many from darkness to light, 
which vindicated his call to the ministry, and 
evinced the skill of the workman. He said he 
could not reconcile a call to the ministry with a 
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subsequent plea of “ no talent or taste ” for cer- 
tain prescribed and knowingly assumed duties. 
He studied to know, and gave diligence to per- 
form, all the work required of him as a travel- 
ing preacher. He made no debts without the 
probability of paying, and . also gave timely at- 
tention to have them paid. With impressive- 
ness he bore himself, in all things, as becometh 
the gospel of Christ. The general esteem and 
love in which he was held by the Christian 
brotherhood and by the community, was the 
result of Christian and ministerial fidelity. His 
course and ministry are now finished and ful- 
filled. He fell early in the battle, but with ar- 
mor on, at his post, and in full view of the 
crown of glory that fadeth not away. The de- 
ceptive daily consumption of the outward man 
sometimes allowed the hope of mortal life to 
shine for awhile, yet his constant and happy 
readiness to depart and be with Christ, enabled 
him to submit the time of his departure wholly 
to the Lord. Accordingly, at lOJ o’clock p. m., 
August 27, without a struggle, he fell asleep in 
Jesus, 

Henry Hill Durant was bqrn in Horry 
District, S. C., April 3, 1814, and closed his earthly 
course at his residence in Spartanburg, Dec. 3, 
1861. From infancy he was religiously edu- 
cated, and when about eleven years old, he 
joined the Church, shortly afterward obtaining 
the assurance of acceptance in the Beloved. 
When about eighteen years of age, he was li- 
censed to preach. In tne beginning of 1834, he 
entered the itinerant ministry, and that year he 
was on the Union Circuit ; then successively on 
Cooper River, Walterboro, Waccamaw, and Black 
Swamp, in which last appointment he spent two 
years. He was then sent successively to Barn- 
well, Cypress, Wadesboro, Santee, Fayetteville, 
Bennettsville, Georgetown, Black Swamp, Spar- 
tanburg Circuit, Spartanburg Station, Lincoln- 
ton District for four years, Abbeville for two 
years, and Spartanburg Station. In 1858, he 
acted as agent for Spartanburg Female College. 
In the three succeeding years he was agent for 
Wofford College. The troubles of the times ren- 
dered all operations in his agency nugatory, and 
he entered the service of his country as chap- 
lain of South Carolina Volunteers. The expo- 
sures, the excitements, and the labors of camp- 
life on the Potomac, broke him down in health 
and vigor. A few weeks at home he fondly 
hoped had restored him, and his zeal urged him 
back to the fields of his toils and love. He very 
soon gave way again, reluctantly resigned his 
post, and returned home to die^ — another martyr 
to the cause of Southern independence. Our 
deceased brother was an able and useful minis- 
ter of Christ. His sermons were strong, cogent, 
and spiritual ; in exhortation, he was powerful 
and prevailing; while in prayer, he was re- 
markably gifted, seeming at times to lift his 
congregation with him to the very throne of 
God. His affliction was borne with Christian 
confidence and resignation, and his end was peace.

Fkancis Bird was born in 1785, and died 
Kov. 17, 1861. He entered the South Carolina 
Conference in 1804, located in 1808, and was 
readmitted in 1849. After traveling one or two 
years, he was put on the superannuated list. 
He was a deeply devoted Christian, and a faith- 
ful, useful preacher. He died in the assured 
hope of a resurrection to eternal life. 

Whitman C. Hill was born in 1790, and died 
May, 1861. He commenced his itinerant career 
in 1808, and after itinerating for many years, 
was put on the superannuated list. He labored 
for some years as a missionary to the Creek 
Indians. His career as an itinerant minister 
was marked by considerable power and success. 
Few men have had more seals to their ministry : 
doubtless, thousands in eternity will shine in 
his crown of rejoicing. His end was peaceful 
and triumphant. 

J^Ieletiah H. Hebbaed was born in 1795, 
and died in great peace, March 31, 1861. He 
traveled nearly sixteen years in the Georgia 
Conference, and was a faithful, zealous, success- 
ful minister. His sermons were characterized 
by clearness and strength, and were often of 
more than ordinary ability. Amiable in temper, 
affable in his manners, he won the confidence 
and esteem of all who knew him. He died 
assuring his friends of his entire readiness for 
the change. 

Davidson Williamson was born in 1816, and 
died in great peace. May 17, 1861. We have 
no details of his life and ministry. He was some 
fourteen or fifteen years a member of the Georgia 
Conference — serving with acceptability and use- 
fulness his various charges. For a year he had 
been superannuated on account of complete fail- 
ure of his health. Brother Williamson was em- 
phatically a good man and devoted Christian — 
modest and meek, yet firm and conscientious. 
He was a plain, but earnest and acceptable 
preacher. His illness was protracted, but Dorne 
with Christian patience and submission. Fie 



had lived for God, and died full of faith and the 
Holy Ghost. He leaves a wife and a number 
of children to mourn his loss. 

Columbus W. Howard was born in Iredell 
county, N. C., July 9, 1828, and fell on the 
memorable 21st July, in the battle of Manassas. • 
He early manifested decided military genius, 
and in his seventeenth year entered the U. S. 
Army, where he soon attained a high position. 
He served with great distinction and honor in 
the Mexican war. He was converted in 1855, 
and joined the Georgia Conference in 1858. He 
served with usefulness on the Carrollton Station 
and Pike Circuit respectively. For 1861, he was 
appointed to the Harris Circuit, where he re- 
mained laboring faithfully until the present 
war commenced, when he conscientiously be- 
lieved it to be his duty to give his country the 
benefit of his experience and skill in military 
matters. So he resigned his charge, and as 
captain of a company entered the Confederate 
service. At the battle of Manassas he fell, 
while leading his men to victory. Brother 
Howard was characterized by honesty, frank- 
ness, and noble, generous impulse, and was the 
very personification of the Christian gentleman. 
He was a devout, consistent, and spiritual 
Christian, as well in the camp as among the 
churches. He was more than creditable as a 
preacher — ^he was useful, popular, and improv- 
ing. No dying testimonial is needful to give 
assurance oi a meetness for heaven.

Da5tiel D. Henry was admitted on trial by 
the Georgia Conference, in 1859, and transferred 
to the Florida Conference. He was appointed 
first to the Clinch Mission, where his affability 
and piety endeared him to the people. In 1861, 
he was appointed to the Suwannee Circuit, where 
he labored faithfully and acceptably until his 
death, in September. Brother Henry attached 
himself to the M. E. Church early in life. He 
was a man of deep and sterling piety. 

Samuel E. Randolph was horn in Tenne.ssee, 
and departed this life at Camp Alleghany, Va., 
Aug. 29, 1861, aged about twenty-eight years. 
He labored as an itinerant preacher in the Ten- 
nessee Conference for a short time, and was 
transferred to the Florida Conference in 1860. 
He was appointed to the Valdosta Circuit, where 
he labored with great acceptability to the peo- 
ple, during the time that he remained with 
them. Being moved by the generous and warm 
impulses of a patriotic heart, he enlisted as a pri- 
vate with the Lowndes Volunteers, and went to 
Virginia, where in three months he fell a victim 
to disease. In his life, he manifested the excel- 
lency of Christianity; and in his death, the 
power of the gospel which he had preached to 
others.

James C. Wilson departed this life, at his res- 
idence in Gonzales county, Texas, Feb. 7, 1861. 
He was born in Yorkshire, England, Aug. 21, 
1818, and was for a short time an under-officer 
in the king’s army. He emigrated to Texas in 
1836, and soon entered the army for the defense 
of Texas, and was never behind its strongest 
and bravest defenders. He was converted and 
admitted into the Methodist Church in Brazoria, 
in 1846 ; was licensed to preach, at Gonzales, in 
1857 ; and in the same year was admitted into 
the Texas Conference, of which he was an ac- 
ceptable and useful member until his death. 
He was stationed at Gonzales in 1858 and 1859, 
and was appointed to Gonzales as supernume- 
rary for 1860 and 1861. In these appointments 
he was faithful and successful as a minister of 
Christ. As a lawyer, statesman, and Christian 
minister, his discussions were of the highest 
order in manner and matter. In death he was 
peaceful, resigned, and triumphant. He died 
full of faith and the Holy Ghost. 

Geoege W. Bueeows departed this life, after 
an illness of about thirty hours, in the bosom 
of his family, in Freestone county, Texas, Aug. 
4, 1861. He was admitted into the traveling 
connection by the Kentucky Conference. After 
several years of active and efficient service, he 
located, and removed to Texas, where he was 
again received into the itinerant army, and was 
ordained elder by Bishop Pierce, in 1855. After 
traveling four years in the Texas Conference, he

Nathan S. Johnston was born in Maury 
county, Tenn., in 1802; embraced religion in 
1816, and united with the M. E. Church ; was 
licensed to preach in 1824 ; was received into the 
Kentucky Conference on trial in 1826 ; traveled 
ten years, and was then transferred to the Ten- 
nessee Conference; traveled seven years, and 
located in consequence of feeble health; emi- 
grated to Texas in 1852, and was readmitted 
into the East Texas Conference the same year, 
and ended his earthly career in Dangerfield, by 
pneumonia, Nov. 4, 1860. Brother Johnston was 
a man of good preaching ability, entirely de- 
voted to the work of the ministry, deeply pious, 
and extensively useful wherever he labored. 
They who knew him best loved him most. His 
death was triumphant. In his removal the 
East Texas Conference has lost one of its best 
men and most useful ministers.

Charles M. Delano. 1. 

Charles M. Delano was born in Maine, Feb. 
22, 1812. He came to Arkansas when a young 
man, and for several years was engaged in 
mercantile business. All his efforts, however, 
to accumulate wealth were a failure. For many 
years he was impressed with a conviction that 
he was called to preach. In the autumn of 1856, 
he made application to the Quarterly Conference 
of the Tanlequah and Park Hill Station for 
license to preach, which was granted. Soon a 
vacancy was made on the Bates Prairie Circuit, 
and he was employed by the Presiding Elder to 
take the pastoral charge of that work. He 
preached with great zeal and success, and the 
people came out in crowds to hear their new 
pastor. In 1858, he was received into the Indian 
Mission Conference, and was appointed to the 
Webber’s Falls Circuit. Here he preached with 
great power, and many were brought into the 
Church through his instrumentality. In 1859, 
he was appointed to Grand Saline Circuit. The 
people were pleased with his labors, and re- 
quested the Bishop to send his back in 1860, 
which was done ; but before the Conference-year 
closed, on April 25, 1861, he died in holy tri- 
umph, leaving a wife Cherokee (a good woman) 
and two children to mourn his loss.
